HOSE affected are often of a 
nervous dispositioa and may 
be below par in general health. 
This condition is lke1y to come 
and go. They are often free from 
the condition for some time and 
then without any apparent cause 
it will return. Persons so afflicted 
evffer a great deal with chil- 
blains and frost bite and are very 
susceptible to colds and do not 
endure cold weather well. The 
treatment is first systemic. Any 
local or focal infection should be 
‘removed. The general health 
should be carefully observed and 
any condition which may reduce 
the vitality or irritate the nerv- 
ous system should be removed if 
possible.

RESH air and exercise are im- 
perative. Sunshine probably 
stimulates some af the vitamin 
contents of the food and helps 
cantrol the condition. Some 
‘preparation of iron internally is 
usually indicated. Cod liver oil 
may aid in building up the gen- 
“eral heaith. Local applications 
are mecessary. The feet and 
‘hands should be washed fre- 
quently. A solution of alum or 
zine sulphate, one teaspoonful to 
a pint of water is good. If the 
Surfaces are not raw try equal 
Parts of alcoho! and water with 
fame amount of alum or zinc 
stlphate. These should be used’ 
once or twice a day, the s‘irftace 
carefully dried and then dusted 
with a powder of Boric acid with 
one. or two per cent of salicylic 
acid.

NOTHER good application is 
4% 4 25 per cent. solution of 
aiuminum chloride in water. 
‘this is irritating and must. be 
used carefully, just cabbing a 
little on the parts once or twice 
a day for several days. This us- 
ually stops siweating promptly 
but in all cases it may return 
and treatment must be resumed. 
Tne most effective and lasting 
treatment is the cautious expos- 
ure to X-rays. The sweating can 
be stopped by its use to the éx- 
tent necessary, but of course this 
use must be carefully watched by 
an expert, It can be used once 
every two or three days until 
condition is relieved and can be 
repeated at any time when signs 
of return appear.

Large and ungraceful hips do 
not mean excess weight in a 
large percentage of the cases, so 
dieting does little to improve 
them. Large hips are usually a 
matter of habit —a bad, lazy 
habit of letting your back slump 
so your shoulders and stomach 
sag forward. Hold your stomach 
in, tight and flat against your 
backbone, raise your chest. and 
your spine naturally assumes the 
position that gives you graceful 
catriage and the line that is so 
charming. 

Start today, stand before a 
mirror and practice holding your 
tummy in where it belongs, your 
body'stretched as tall as you can 
stretch it and your pelvis in its 
sproper place. You will find that 
the protruding stomach, sway 
back and large hips disappear. 
Keep your straight, pleasing line 
by developing your muscles suf- 
ficiently to hold your pelvis and 
the organs it supports in place. 

Will power! That is what you 
need to train those hips to stay 
in place! To get your muscles 
loosened up, place a chair with 
its back to the wall and about a 
foot away. Practice “squeezing” 
through the space until you can 
do it easily without holding your 
knees stiff, until your muscles 
feel lithe and easy and your body 
under perfect control. Now. train 
the muscles of your lower trunk 
to hold your body that way with- 
out any conscious effort. 

Stand with your back and 
shoulders squarely against the 
wall, your feet from four to 
twelve inches away from it. Leau 
—or rather push — the curved 
portion of your back, that be- 
tween your waist and shoulder 
blades, against the wall and wig- 
gle and squirm until your “hips” 
also touch the wall. When you 
can keep all parts touching, eas- 
ily and naturally. with nothing 
tense in the position, try holding 
that position, squat and return, 
sliding the back up and down 
the wall. This may sound like a 
Silly exercise, but it is a good one 
for training your hips to stay 
where they belong. 

Now. down on the floor! 
Spread out a thin quilt and prac- 
tice lying on the floor, every part 
of your spine touching, if possi- 
ble. Raise your right knee up 
toward your chin, pulling it 
down hard as though to press 
your thigh and backbone to- 
gether. Kick and straighten the 
right leg, lower it and raise the 
left. Repeat several times witr 
each leg. 

This one is not as easy as it 
sounds! Place the palms of the 
hands on a door jamb on a level 
with the chest and place the toes 
of the left foot against the jamb 
to pull the body into the proper 
line. Now swing the right leg 
upward and forward, raising it 
from the hip and keeping the 
knee rigid. Raise the leg as high 
as possible without discomfort. 
Hold for a moment, relax and 
drop the foot to the floor. Re- 
peat with the other leg — ten 
times for each one. 

Once your pelvis is properly 
adjusted and you have put the 
strength and life into your mus- 
cles to keep it that way, you need 
not worry further about having 
a charming silhouette.

ITALIAN FOOD 
ATTRACTS MEN

Sees cookery is becom- 

“ ing more cosmopolitan. in 
character since the favorite foods 
of other nations are tc be found 
in the markets of almost any 
city, large or small. And it is a 
food thing —it adds adventure 
as well as new gustatory delights 
to those who are willipg to ex- 
periment with the variety of 
vegetables, seasonings. cheeses, 
fruits and pastes that a few 
years ago were evailable only in 
the foreign sections of the larg- 
est cittes.

reason is probably that the Ital- 
ian dishes are easier to prepare 
than many others. The ingred- 
ients are to be found in any 
grocery store—-and their methods 
of preparing many fvods a:e 
Similar to our own. 
Ravioli Filling 

To make the filling chop one- 
half pound veal, one pound of 
pork. three ounces of sweet- 
breads and three small onions 
and cook together slowly for 
about an hour. Peel a piece of 
calves’ brains, roll in flour and 
fry in butter for ten minutes. 
Cook one pound of cleaned spin- 
ach for five minutes Grain and 
fry in butter to which a clove or 
garlic has been added. Put the 
three mixtures through the fine 
knife of your food chopper. add 
four eggs, one cup finely ground 
Stale bread crumbs, a pinch of 
nutmeg and salt and pepper. Add 
a pint of chicken stock and boil 
for ten minutes stirring con- 
stantly. 

A generous serving of ravioli 
will take the place of meat on 
ycur menu if you wish. When the 
little squares are well done, drain 
them and cover with a tomato or 
mushroom sauce and grated Par- 
mesan cheese. 

Chicken Tetrazzini 

Here is the recipe for a typical 
Italian chicken dish — chicken 
Tetrazzini. Boil a three - pound 
chicken in very little water until 
tender.

He lived up to this brillian.« 
cf hrs younger days by studyinz 
Jaw at the Sorbonne, with dis 
tinction, and becoming a much- 
sought lawyer on his return to 
Rumania. At thirty-two, he was 
viiered a professorship in Jassy 
University. Teaching offered a 
man of Titwescu energy little 
opportunity for action, so he en- 
tered the political arena, 

In the field of politics his bril- 
liance won him important gov- 
ernment posts. He was chamber 
deputy in 1912; Minister of 
Finanec in the Bratianu Cabinet 
during the war; unofficial advis- 
cr of the Rumanian peace dele- 
Bation at Versailles: shortly af- 
ter the war, Minister of Finance: 
Minister to England in 1922: 
Rumania’s permanent represen- 
tative at the League of Nations: 
twice chairman of the League 
Assembly, and twice Foreign 
Minister of his country. 


* * * 


‘P PLSEESCU's luck is some- 
what proverbial. It smiled on 
him even in such a sticky prob- 
lem as Rumano-Soviet relations. 
In the beginning, his position 
Was not very enviable in this 
respect. The Bessarabian ques- 
tion proved too much for even 
his diplomatic talents, and Ru- 
mania’s relations with its big 
neighbor to the east were not 
always so cordial. 

It was early in the present 
vear that a change came about, 
und this was more or less a hucky 
Dreak. Russia. partly on account 
of Japanese pressure in the Far 
Fast and partly on account of 
{he anti-Bolshevist tendencies of 
tho Hitler regime in Germany, 
wa. inore ready than before to 
come to terms with Rumania 
Following the London Economic 
Conference. therefore, Tituleseu 
was able to bring about the su- 
called’ Litviroff Pact, which. al- 
theugn nui. solving the Bessara- 
bian problem, at least shelved it 
for the time tceriag. 

Fut Tiiuiescu’s greatest tri- 
umphs came in connection with 
his work in the Leasue of Na- 
tions. For years he had strug- 
gied with Hungary's Great Old 
Man. Count. Apponyi. The battle 
ended in a draw. but the polem- 
ics of these two krilliant orators 
will go down in the history of 
the League as some of the finest 
speeches ever mace before this 
international forum. 

Although his keen and quick 
wit is recognized. Titulescu’s vi- 
sion was not so easily followed. 
Often his ideas seem tortuous, 
but most of his actions are guid- 
ed by plans which mature only 
in the remote future. He pre- 
Pared his plans carefully «id 
long in advance. weighing this 
and that, so that his ideas ap- 
peared more intricate than they 
really were. 

However, like any other politi- 
cian, Titulescu is often swayed 
and influenced by persenal am- 
bition and for entirely egotis- 
tical reasons. Extremely sensi- 
tive to personal attacks, he is no 
stickler for form or method 
when he is trying to squirm out 
of a situation. But he thinks so 
fast and is able to grasp the ‘m- 
portance of a situation so quick- 
ly. that there are few of his own 
countrymen or diplomats from 
other nations who‘ can outwit 
him.
